Citrus Industry Represents 
Investment of $175,000,000 


Address before railroad men by G. 


Harold Powell, secretary-manager of 
Citrus Protective League: 
: The citrus industry of California, in 
the development of which you rail- 
road .men are joint partners, covers 
150,000 acres of land out of the 290,- 
000 Irrigated acres in Southern Cali- 
fornia, exclusive of the Imperial val- 
ley and the Colorado river regioiy 
There are 16,000 acres in Tulare coun- 
ty and in other' districts in central 
California. 


It represents an investment of $175,- 


000,000. It supports 150,000 people 
directly and indirectly. It employs 
25,000 people in the groves and pack- 
ing houses. The groves are owned by 
12,000 to 15,000 farmers. 
: The industry brings from $25,000,- 
000 to $85,000,000 to the state and 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 to the 
transportation companies. 


It is the foundation stone on which 


many of the banks and other business 
operations are builded; it is a pillar 
of support to the schools, churches 
and other public institutions, and with 
the Incomparable climate of Southern 
California is the lodestone that at- 
tracts visitors and investors by the 
thousands. 
ACREAGE AVAILABLE FOR CITRUS 


PLANTING. 


In the counties soutfi of the 'Te- 


hachapi, exclusive of Imperial valley 
and the Colorado river district, there 
are probably not less than 300,000 
acres that will eventually be 'added 
to the irrigated area for crops of all 
kinds. At least 100,000 acres of this 
land in Southern California is adapted 
to orange and lemon growing. 


There are now 255,000 irrigated 


acres in the Imperial and Colorado 
river sections, and not less than 500,- 
000 acres in those districts will even- 
tually come under a ditch, making a 
total possible irrigated area of approx- 
imately 1,500,000 irrigated acres in 
Southern California, one-fifth of which 
'may eventually be devoted to the cul- 
ture of citrus fruits. 


These estimates of the 
irrigated 


areas are ma'de by C. E. Tait, irriga- 
tion engineer of the department ot 
agriculture. 
From these figures you 


will see that the present shipments of 
citrus fruits are likely to be doubled 
in the next ten years. 


We believe that a crop of 75,000 to 


100,000 carloads will be reached in the 
next decade. 
CITRUS INDUSTRIES OF FOREIGN 


LANDS. 


You might be interested in knowing 


something of the extent of the citrus 
industries in other countries. 


In Italy the annual production of 


lemons is 50,000 carloads, 40 per cent 
of which are shipped in the form of 
fresh fruit, one-third of which comes 
to the United States. The Italian or- 
ange production is 10,000 carloads. 


From Spain the exports of oranges 


'' 'equal 40,000 carloads.; 
from Cuba, 


1000 
carloads; 
from Jamaica, 600; 


from Japan, 1000; from Jaffa and oth- 
er Asiatic points, 3500 carloads; from 
Porto Rico, 750, making a total citrus 
fruit production from these countries 
of more than 100,000 carloads. 


The production from California is 


approximately 50,000 carlaods; from 
Florida, 12,000 to 15,000 carloads, mak- 
ing a total citrus fruit production of 
the world of approximately 170,000 
to 175,000 carloads. 


Sixty per cent of the citrus fruits 


produced outside of the United States 
are grown under peasant labor condi- 
tions. The laboring man in the differ- 
ent countries is paid from 30 to 60 
cents per day, while the women are 
paid from 15 to 30 cents per day. 
Thirty per cent of the laborers of the 
citrus districts are women. 


.The fruit in most of the' foreign 


countries is shipped by water trans- 
portation to the principal points of 
consumption at a cost of less than 
one-third of shipping citrus fruits from 
California to the different consuming 
districts. 


I am giving you these statistics in 


order to show you the conditions un- 
der which the cntrus fruit industry has 
developed in foreign countries, and to 
show you the reason why the export- 
ers of citrus fruits from Palermo, the 
importers in New York and the for- 
eign steamship lines which transport 
the Italian fruits to the United States 
have combined in an effort to reduce 
the duties on citrus fruits in order to 
let in the products from these peasant 
labor countries and to prevent the 
extension of the American industry. 
NO FEAR OF OVERPRODUCTION. 


I suppose that many of you are ask- 


ing the question, what will be dnnc 
with all of the oranges and lemons 
when the Califorjiia crop reaches 100,- 
000 carloads? Will we then reach the 
point of overproduction? 


The theory of overproduction, likn 


Banquo's ghost, has always scared the 
California industry from the time the 
shipments amounted to 5000 carloads 
up to date. 


Tho answer to this question de-

pends upon the maintenance of a mar- 
keting system that insures an equit- 
able 
distribution 
of 
the 
product 


through the country and throughout 
the year, on the ability of California 
marketing agencies to develop 1new 
markets, and on their success in • cre- 
ating and increasing demand for cit- 
rus fruits throughout the country. 


Personally, I have np fear of over- 


production. Overproduction, so-called, 
usually means unequal and inadequate 
distribution. It does not mean that 
the consuming power of the people as 
a whole has reached the limit. 


In Spain, with all the European 


countries as a market and with a low 
cost of transportation, and only 40,- 
000 carloads of fruit to market, there 
has been an apparent overproduction 
of oranges. 


In Italy, with about 25,000 carloads 


of lemons to market as fresh fruit, 
with about one-third of those coming 
to America, and with no competition 
in the markets\of Europe and Asia, 
the prices of lemons have been some- 
times exceedingly low. 


In Florida, until recently, with only 


10,000 carloads to market, the grower 
has often not received enough to pay 
for the production of his fruit. 


The reasons for these conditions in 


Spain, in Italy, and in Florida, lay in 
the fact that no systematic orderly 
marketing systems have been develop 
ed. 


OUR MARKETING AGENCIES. 
The California citrus fruit crop is 


the only agricultural crop that we 
have knowledge of, which is marketed 
and distributed on a comprehensive 
marketing plan. So long as the effi- 
ciency of the great fruit marketing 
agencies of California are maintained 
there is every reason to believe that 
100,000 cars of citrus fruits can be 
marketed with a profit to the growers 
and more easily than a 5006 carload 
crop was marketed a few years ago. 


I should like to discuss a few of the 


essentials which will need to be look- 
ed after in order to maintain the high 
efficiency of the citrus industry. 


A large proportion of the losses 


from decay are due to the improper 
physical handling of the fruit and in 
preparing it for shipment. 


As the industry increases the indus- 


try will have to maintain in connec- 
tion with the organizations a practi- 
cal, systematic method of insuring 
the careful handling of the product. 
The industry accepts without reserva- 
tion the fact that most of the decays 
in transit are primarily handling ques- 
tions. 


This has eliminated the friction 


that formerly existed between the 
transportation 
companies 
and the 


shippers in connection with the re- 
sponsibility for the losses and has 
conserved to the industry an enor- 
mous amount of fruit which formerly 
had been lost. 


We believe that the time will come 


when all perishable products that en- 
ter into transportation will be studied 
in the same way that the citrus fruit 
industry was studied. 
MANUFACTURE OF BY-PRODUCTS. 


As the industry increases we will 


need to utilize the low grades of fruit, 
which reduce the price, and convert 
them into useful by-products. 
The Citrus Protective League, which 
is an organization that looks after the 
general public policy questions which 
affect the industry, and which helps 
to provide facilities for the upbuild- 
ing of the industry, has succeeded in 
interesting the department of agricul- 
ture and by-product laboratory is be- 
ing established in Los Angeles for the 
study of these questions. 


The league has also interested the 


University of Southern California to 
make a careful study of the whole 
question of frost protection, with a 
view to devising better methods of 
protection against extremes in tem- 
perature. 
The 
experience of 
the 


growers during the recent cold wea- 
ther shows that the citrus industry 
can be protected against low tempera- 
tures economically r.nd efficiently. 


The industry will also need to study 


tlie difficulties that arise in the cul- 
ture of the citrus fruit crop.

There arc many sound and practical reasons why the count> 


should take over the task of settling the sewer outfall question 
through a conduit 1o the sea. The scheme is on-; that appeals fo the 
practical thinkers, as the time has arrived wlu-n no community if 
goinp to allow the placing of a .sewer outfall in its neighborhood 
without protest, and such an action is an injustice in this beautifu 
Southern California land, where every part that the sun shines or 
is too valuable to be used for a refuse; dumping place. 


The Argus cannot believe that the placing of an outfall in ?, 


farming district which is already quite well populated, will work 
anything but harm, both for the city and the country that is affected 
This newspaper has fought hard and successfully to oust the piggery 
from the Baldwin Park district, and this piggery will be removed on 
the first of May. AVe cannot advocate that a sewer outfall be put in 
where people protest against it. Even if it was conclusively provec 
that the outfall would be absolutely without smell, the very fact 
that it is a sewer outfall would constitute in itself a nuisance. 


The county supervisors will prohibit the establishment of any more 


sewer farms, This looks certain. Pasadena is going to be made to 
give up the sewer farm on the Covina line, and has been instructed 
to build its incinerator within its own city limits. This establishes 
a precedent. Covina will not be allowed to proceed according to the 
original plan. But all these inland cities can join together and use a 
common sewer-pipe, which will empty into the ocean. The county 
can supervise this work, and pro-rate the expense to the cities using 
the pipe. No difficult engineering or construction will have to be 
done, as the river is a natural outfall itself. The pipe will simply be 
buried in the river bed. It, looks like a feasible plan, and let us hope 
that it will be carried out. 


Will It Rain This Year? 


On March 11, 1911, which if you reckon back a little you will find 


was last year, we had one of the biggest storms the San Gabriel valley 
ever experienced. Bridges went floating down the San Gabriel river; 
electric cars quit running for several days; steam trains did not run 
for a week. At the heighth of the storm, the San Gabriel river was 
pouring three million inches of water into the valley. 


So, you see, there are some hopes left yet for this year. Here's 


hoping that we do not get another big flood, but there may be a long 
storm due us before the so-called rainy season is over. Some of the 
finest rains we've had in years past have come in March. The month 
of March is beginning to be pretty close to the end of the rainy sea- 
son, but the water does a lot of good when it comes so late in the 
year, for it stays in the ground during the hot months of the summer. 


Some of the old residents have been harking back to eight or nine 


years ago, when we had such a long and protracted drought. Com- 
paring conditions then with now, shows that we are far better off 
to stand a drought than in those days. We had no pumping plants 
in the valley, and depended entirely on the San Gabriel river, which 
does not last long when it doesn't rain. Now, we not only have a lot 
of pumping plants, but we are not in the business of raising cattle 
or horses to any extent, and the dry farming is slowly receding, un- 
til the time is coining when this method of getting a living will be- 
come unknown. We are more prosperous than eight or ten years 
ago. A drought will not ruin us. The pumping plants will keep the 
orange groves in good condition, and we can stand it to pay high 
prices for hay for awhile. In the meantime, let's not forget that the 
biggest storm we ever had came in the second week in March. 


The Hysteria of Little Minds. 


A little two-by-four newspaper up the valley is crying ''Wolf, 


Wolf" at the top of its voice because the supervisors have a plan to 
form a storm-water district in the upper San Gabriel valley. Such 
littleness and lack of brains must be discouraging to the county 
board, which, in this instance, was following a demand made upon 
it, and was attempting to work out some feasible scheme by which 
the flood-waters might be taken care of, instead of ruining iv dozen 
ranches every year. , You may be assured that if the people do not 
want a storm-water district formed here, the supervisors will drop 
the project; they have plenty ahead of them to keep them busy. 


Some two mouths ago, a party of ranchers in the -valley accom- 


panied the supervisors on an automobile inspection trip, embracing 
the towns of Azusa, Gleuclora, Covina, San Dimas, Lordsburg, La 
Verne, Baldwin Park, Puente, Irwindale, and other smaller settle- 
ments. 
These men had with them the consulting engineer of the 


county board. The trip of inspection was made because ranchers in 
the valley had been importuning the supervisors to take action on 
storm water. A big petition had been filed with them, bearing many 
names. 


According to the law enacted, or rather, the amendatory law en- 


acted at the last session of the legislators, a certain number of people 
can petition the county supervisors to form a storm water district, 
after which the county is obliged to proceed and fix the boundaries, 
apportion the cost to the individuals benefitted, and assume control 
of the district as a matter of public work. This bill was put through 
by N. W. Thompson, senator for this district. It is a good bill, and 
will work a lot of good in this valley, yet. 


Whether it is best to form a storm-water district according to the 


boundaries now proposed, is a matter to be determined by deliberate 
action. There is no occasion for small-minded men to jump astride 
the backs of the sup- rvisors. They have no alternative but to carry 
out the desires of the petitioners. To say that the storm district will 
not benefit certain persons, and that "therefore they will be unjustly 
taxed, is foolish. The boundaries of the storm district, if it is ever 
formed, will include only those beuefitted.

Editorial in the Los Angeles Ex- 


aminer : 


The irrigation question is one of the 


most important that is before the peo- 
ple of the State. The history of our 
irrigation projects has proved that a 
large part of our land can be made 
independent of nature by the proper 
storage and distribution of water. 


With these facts known, the ut- 


most energies of our people should 
be put forth to provide for the full 
development of our irrigation resour- 
ces, and to make and enforce just 
laws for the control of such waters in 
order that every landowner shall he 
assured of an equal share of these 
waters. 


Our water laws have been denounc- 


ed by the most competent authori- 
ties as little better than barbarous. 
They are founded on a jurisprudence 
that dealt with a surplus rather than 
a scarcity of water. They find their 
spirit in the customs of ancient Eng- 
land, where irrigation was the last 
thing that would occur to the mind of 
a sane legislator. Our courts and leg- 
islators have bettered them somewhat, 
but they are sadly in need of revision 
before we can get the highest efficien- 
cy from our supplies. 


The chief need for the time, how- 


ever, is a lot of well-directed work. 
The Sacramento valley today is dry; 
but under the parched land lies a vast 
reservoir of water. The same is large- 
ly true of the San Joaquin. The task 
of man is to find ways to tap that res- 
ervoir and pump the water to the sur- 
face at a cost that will make tho crops 
pay. 
Whenever this is being done to- 


uj.y the land in blossoming with prom- 
ise of plenty. 


Tbero must, in the near future, be j 


an energetic development of construc- 
tion of reservoirs in order to save the 
waters that now run to waste. But 
that is a work of years. Tho first aid 
in a dry year must come from sinking 
wells and putting in pumps. Capital 
should be freely at the command ot 
landowners for this essential improve- 
ment.

PRE-COOLING CITRUS FRUiTS. 


Sufficient ice to make an iceborg 


that would knock the corners off of 
the Golden Gate if it were brought in- 
to San Francisco bay, was used by 
the Pacific Fruit Express company, the 
refrigerator car service of the Harri- 
raan lines, during the fruit shipping 
season ending October 31, 1911. This 
same i supply of ice, were each cake 
placed end on end, would cover a 
stretch 903 miles long and 22 inches 
^vide. The Pacific Fruit express used 
In this state last year 1,467,433 cakes 
of ice, each 39 inches long, 22 inches 
wide and 11 inches thick. 


The weight of all of this ice totals 


220,115 tons, each cake weighing 300 
pounds. If it were melted it would 
equal 75,588,374 gallons of Avater- suf- 
ficient to supply a small town for an 
entire year. If this ice were loaded 
into freight cars of average capacity 
and made into one train it would 
require 11,006 cars, which would cover 
a distance of about 92 miles, or about 
the same distance as that between 
San Francisco and Sacramento on the 
Southern Pacific. Of the 220,115 tons 
of ice used in California last, year by 
the Pacific Fruit Express, 134,945 tons 
were manufactured at the Colton and 
Roscwille plants. The remainder com- 
prises small lots that are purchased 
in towns where the company has no 
plant, part if it being naturally frozen. 


During this same period in 1911, 


20,221 refrigerator cars wer iced by 
the Pacific Fruit Express at Rosevllle, 
and 11,186 cars were iced at the Col- 
ton plant. The average number of 
cars iecd eahc day during the busy 
season is 136 at Roseville and GO cars 
at Colton. This ice, if placed toesther
